“THE.NEELY SYSTEM.” 

In the last issue of a literary paper of past 
honorable record, which seeks to inform the 
reading public, and, to some extent, the book 
trade, appeared a large advertisement of the 
publications of F. Tennyson Neely, accompanied 
with a signed article headed “A Successful 
Business,” which did not seem to be given as 
an advertisement, in which the perfect business 
organization and executive ability of “the 
Neely system,” maintaining “ an established dis¬ 
tribution of books throughout two hemispheres ” 
and publishing annually over six million books, 
issuing an average of one book a day, was 
set forth. One week afterwards a petition in 
bankruptcy was filed by Mr. Neely, disclosing 
liabilities of §359,000, with a statement from 
the bankrupt, piinted elsewhere, attacking 
two creditors for refusing to permit the trans¬ 
fer of the “large, profitable, and growing 
business ” to a corporation which was to have 
the benefit of the personal attention of Mr. 
Neely to the extended business. Of assets 
stated at $414,000, §331,000 is in stock. 

It is explained by a friend of Mr. Neely’s 
. that the bankruptcy has occurred because paper 
mills were unable to fill their contract made 
with Mr. Neely. It is curious how often in 
bankruptcy cases every explanation is to be 
expected except the simple one that the busi¬ 
ness could not pay its debts. From year to 
year the trade has seen grow up, and appar¬ 
ently flourish, businesses for which every¬ 
thing is claimed, which make great show of 
success, but which presently dissipate into thin 
air. The Lovell business was one of these; 
the Merriam business was another; and now 
comes “the Neely system.” Happily in the 
present case publishers are not largely con¬ 
cerned, as the indebtedness appears to be chiefly 


to paper-makers, printers, binders, advertising 
agents, and banks; but it is extraordinary that 
time and again credit should be given, even in 
“ boom ” times, to enterprises which on their 
face are wildly speculative, and of which the 
substantial foundation is very difficult to be 
seen. 

It is of course a discouragement to the men 
who, perhaps in a modest way, are trying to 
build up a prominent business on foundations 
of real credit, to find how much easier it seems 
to be to do questionable things in a large way 
rather than to do sound things in a small way. 
But sooner or later the end comes, and for a 
year or two the memory of such failures holds 
back the trade from giving credit except on a 
real sound basis. It is not right that commer¬ 
cial offences should be too easily condoned. The 
effect of carrying on a business of this kind after 
the first breakdown is usually to send good 
money after bad. In the long run the quiet, plod¬ 
ding man who is doing a sound business, even in 
a small way, finds himself better off than the man 
who attempts to dwell permanently in the upper 
atmosphere of “boom,” instead of on the com¬ 
mon, ordinary ground of the earth’s surface. 

“The Neely system,” so exploited in the 
publishing trade, has followed the Keeley sys¬ 
tem into its proper resting-place—where it is a 
good thing to let both stay. 


When our good friends Messrs. Holt and 
Prof. Nicholas Murray Butler found themselves 
actually faced by possibilities of jail for the 
criminal offence—as construed in this free coun¬ 
try by the District Attorney of New York—for 
calling the President of the Board of Edu¬ 
cation of New York “a fine old educational 
mastodon,” the affair was settled by a burst of 
laughter from the public. Failing revenge on 
their persons, Mr. J. J. Little has now made an 
attack on Messrs. Jlenry Holt & Company 
through their property—by causing to be ruled 
off the school-book list in New York City cer¬ 
tain publications of this honored and enter¬ 
prising publishing house. Again there is a 
burst of laughter from the press—but the busi¬ 
ness, nevertheless, has been a pretty serious 
matter in both cases. If a man can be sent to 
jail, unless he happens to get bail, or if a text¬ 
book can be kept out of a great school system 
because the publishers happen to have offended 
a politician, we are indeed in a bad way. A 
happy result of these two episodes may be to 
strengthen the independence of book publishers 
and make it less possible for politicians to 
wreak vengeance in this way; in which case 
the cheerful martyrdom of Messrs. Holt and 
Professor Butler will not have been without 
result. 
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THE APPLETON MEMORIAL MEETING. 

In response to the call issued by Harper & 
Br >thers, on the 20th inst., the principals and 
representatives of upwards of twenty-five 
prominent publishing houses met, on the after¬ 
noon of October 23, in the Library of the 
Aldine Association, hi Fifth Avenue, New 
York, to take action regarding the death of 
Mr. William H. Appleton. Among others 
there were present J. Henry Harper, of Har¬ 
per & Brothers; George Haven Putnam, of 
G. P. Putnam’s Sons; Frank H. Dodd, of 
Dodd, Mead & Co.; Charles Scribner, of 
Charles Scribner’s Sons; E. F. Burlingame, ed¬ 
itor of Scribner's Magazine; Charles Holt, of 
Henry Holt & Co.; W. W. Farrington, of D. Van 
Nostrand Co.; A. C. Barnes, of the American 
Book Co.; Henry B. Barnes, of A. S. Barnes & 
Co.; R. R. Bowker, of the Office of The Pub¬ 
lishers’ Weekly ; C. J. Mills, of Longmans, 
Green & Co.; Frank H. Scott, of The Century 
Co.; James S. Baker, of The Baker, Taylor Co.; 
James Pott, of James Pott & Co.; John H. 
Cook, of G. W. Dillingham; F. E. Hafely, of E. 
& J. B. Young & Co.; S. Barling, of Thomas 
Nelson & Sons; John Armstrong, of the Ox¬ 
ford University Press, (American . Branch;) 
and Major Patten, of the University Publish¬ 
ing Co. Telegrams and letters of regret were 
received from John P. Morton & Co., of Louis¬ 
ville, Ky., and from Henry Carey Baird & 
Co. and S. Blakiston’s Son & Co., both of 
Philadelphia. 

George Haven Putnam, in calling the meet¬ 
ing to order, nominated J. Henry Harper as 
chairman. The nomination was unanimously 
carried. 

Mr. Harper took the chair, and addressed the 
meeting as follows: “It is sixty years since 
William Henry Appleton was taken into part¬ 
nership by his father, Daniel Appleton, who 
died fifty years ago. These dates, covering a 
period of the most remarkable expansion and 
development in the American publishing busi¬ 
ness, are very suggestive. 

“ We feel that in the departure of Mr. Apple- 
ton the Nestor of the trade has passed away. 
He was the last survivor of a distinguished 
group of New York publishers, who are to be 
remembered notonly for what they did in their 
several fields of enterprise, but for the noble 
traditions which they initiated and established 
in their relations with each other. 

“The respect and good-fellowship which 
existed among these men of a generation 
ago—among whom I recall the Appleton 
brothers, Charles Scribner. George P. Put¬ 
nam, A. S. Barnes, A. D. F. Randolph, and 
the Harper brothers, in New York; W. D. 
Ticknor, James T. Fields, H. O. Houghton, 
and James R. Osgood, in Boston, and J. B. 
Lippincott, in Philadelphia—was something 
wholly unique in the history of the business; 
something which has no parallel, so far as I 
know, in any other trade, and which was an 
enigma to foreign publishers. It was a senti¬ 
ment which made each house tolerant of the 
success of others, and nourished the independ¬ 
ence and free-play of each; a sentiment lead¬ 
ing at times to notable accomplishments. I 
have had opportunities to witness many illus¬ 
trations of the friendliness existing among 


the best men in the trade — a friendliness 
not confined to business relations or business 
ends. 

“This sentiment was something substantial 
enough to establish what was familiarly known 
as the ‘courtesy of the trade,’ which for many 
years had much of the beneficial and protective 
effect ot an international eopyright law, before 
such a law was or could have been enacted. 
And it was not protective to publishers merely, 
for the honorable motives that prompted fair 
play among publishers led to fair dealing with 
British authors, none of whom had any legal 
protection, and some of whom received from 
American publishers their most substantial re¬ 
ward. 

“ I am thankful that my earliest remem¬ 
brances are of this period, to which I recur 
with a feeling of pride in the men who gave it 
distinction. Of these men, Mr. Appleton was a 
typical example, and it is easy to see why such 
a man should have been one of the foremost 
champions of the international copyright law. 

“ I am not recalling this notable era of good 
feeling among publishers as a lesson to us and 
those who come after us. I believe that the 
traditions so firmly established by Mr. Apple- 
ton and his associates will be of lasting value 
in keeping active this noble sentiment between 
publishers, and in promoting their cordial rela¬ 
tions. 

“ None the less, the record of this period is 
a happy memory, and all honor is due to Will¬ 
iam H. Appleton and the men who, with him, 
have given us so rich a heritage.” 

Mr. Harperthen suggested that, if there was 
no objection, Mr. George Haven Putnam would 
act as secretary. As there was no objection, 
Mr. Putnam acted as secretary. 

Charles Scribner then addressed the meeting 
as follows : “ There are others who better than 
I could express what is suitable on this occa¬ 
sion; but, in behalf of myself and the firm 
which I represent, I wish to express my ap¬ 
preciation of the loss which we, as American 
publishers, have sustained in the death of Mr. 
William H. Appleton. 

“To us of the younger generation it some¬ 
times seems that our fathers possessed a charm 
and dignity which is denied to us, and I think 
that this was eminently so in the case of Mr. Ap¬ 
pleton. Personally I cannot claim to have had 
his intimate acquaintance, but I met him fre¬ 
quently, as most of you have, from time to 
time during a period covering many years, and 
I am sure I never shall forget his dignity, his 
kindliness, and his thoughtfulness. His very 
presence inspired respect, and in all the circum¬ 
stances in which he was placed his great per¬ 
sonality must have been apparent. He was 
successful in business, he established his firm 
in the very front rank of American publishing 
houses, and he has left to them and to us an 
example of business integrity and personal 
kindness and goodness. 

“ In order to express the sentiments appro¬ 
priate to this occasion I have a resolution which, 
with your permission, Mr. Chairman, I will 
read, and move that it be referred to a com¬ 
mittee of five, with instructions to have it 
printed in suitable newspapers, and a copy 
engrossed and sent to the family of Mr. Ap¬ 
pleton.”

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Mr. Scribner then read and submitted the 
following resolution : 

“ We, the publishers of New York, wishing to give 
expression to our sorrow at the death of Mr. William 
Henry Appleton, and our respect for his memory, at a 
meeting called for the purpose on October 23 , 1890 , have 

“ Resolved , That we record the universal honor and 
esteem in which Mr. Appleton was held by the profession 
of which he was the senior member in this city, and to 
which for many years he had contributed an example of 
high ideals, integrity, and dignity. In perhaps the longest 
active career recorded among us, he embodied an espe¬ 
cially high conception of its duties and responsibilities, 
and one in which public spirit, openness of mind, and 
justice to others had an equal part.with capacity and 
judgment. These qualities, together with his leadership 
in many good causes, and his strong and dignified person¬ 
ality, will be held in honorable memory by us all. To all 
his personal friends are known the constant instances of 
generosity and friendly kindness characteristic of his 
private life. 

“ We wish to express to his family and to the house of 
which he was so long the head our very sincere sym¬ 
pathy.” 

In seconding the resolutions of Mr. Scribner 
Mr. George Haven Putnam said: “We are 
here to-day as representatives of the book 
trade of our city, (and we are expressing also, 
without question, the feelings of the book¬ 
men of the entire country) to put on record 
our recognition and appreciation of the high 
character and distinctive service of the life and 
work of the veteran publisher, the honored 
leader of the trade, whose life’s work is now 
closed. 

“ The older among us, who have in past years 
had the pleasure of a personal association with 
Mr. Appleton, may also be permitted a word 
of testimony concerning the fine personality of 
the man and the value to them of his friend¬ 
ship. 

“ William H. Appleton was the last survivor 
of a group of representative publishers of our 
city whose active business responsibilities ex¬ 
tended back into the first half of the century, 
who played an important part in the direction 
of the publishing and the literary activities of 
the country, and whose names have remained 
familiar memories among all having to do with 
good literature, a group which included the 
elder Harpers, the first Charles Scribner, A. D. 

F. Randolph, Moses W. Dodd,and, I may add, 

G. P. Putnam. 

“ Since the work of these earlier leaders of 
the trade was brought to a close, there have 
been noteworthy changes in publishing meth- 
9 ods and in literary conditions, changes which 
are, of course, inevitable, and which probably 
in certain respects will be found to possess 
certain business advantages over methods 
familiar to our fathers. We may, however, be 
permitted a word of regret for any new con¬ 
ditions which tend to lessen the old-time per¬ 
sonal relations between the publisher and his 
authors, relations which, beginning with a joint 
interest in the business side of a literary under¬ 
taking, have so frequently, as the history of 
publishing shows, developed into life-long in¬ 
timacies and friendships. 

“ For such personal association with the au¬ 
thors who came into business relations with 
his house, Mr. Appleton was, by temperament 
and by training, admirably fitted. Those who 
came into contact with him could not but be 
impressed with the dignity of his presence, the 
fine courtesy of manner, the high standard of 
thought and of action, and with all that went 
to show that the capable and precise man of 


business was also a high-toned gentleman. 
His personal influence in bringing together 
and in keeping together the long series of 
authors, American and English, who were 
ready to confide all their ventures to the man¬ 
agement of the Appleton house, must have 
been most important. Under the changed 
conditions in force to-day, these authors or 
their successors would in many instances feel 
themselves justified, however important the 
service that might have been rendered by their 
first publisher in launching and in standing 
sponsor for their earlier and necessarily more 
speculative productions, in permitting their 
later books to be auctioned off by their selling 
agents, until they might come to have almost 
as many publishers as they had books. Such 
a change in literary relations was doubtless, 
as said, inevitable, but the present conditions 
and tendencies can but give cause forregret as 
we look back upon the satisfactory and con¬ 
tinuous association enjoyed with their authors 
and friends by the publishers of Mr. Appleton’s 
generation. 

“ Mr. Appleton was from the beginning of his 
publishing career cordially interested in trans¬ 
atlantic publishing relations. He had the larger 
ideals, shared with him by Charles Scribner, 
G. P. Putnam, and others of the group, who 
also had personal knowledge of conditions on 
the other side of the Atlantic, of a world-wide 
solidarity of publishing interests. The im¬ 
portant ventures of the Appleton house had, 
of course, from the earlier years of the century 
been effectively presented in London, and the 
office in Little Britain came to be one of the 
more important of the connecting links between 
the British authors and publishers and the 
American market. In studying the possibili¬ 
ties of international conditions, Mr. Appleton 
found reason at an early date to interest him¬ 
self in International Copyright. He believed 
in its importance for the business advantage of 
publishers as well as of authors, while he had 
also a consistent and persistent belief that a 
recognition of the rights of foreign literary 
producers was essential for the good faith and 
good repute of ourcountry among the nations. 
With this belief, Mr. Appleton took an active 
part in all the series of attempts looking 
towards an international copyright arrange¬ 
ment from the date of the organization of the 
first New York Committee in 1837 to the year 
in which the present law was finally brought 
into enactment. My father had occasion in 
many of these preliminary committees and as¬ 
sociations to work in close relation with Mr. 
Appleton, and I can recall his frequent testi¬ 
mony to the personal satisfaction he found in 
such relation. 

“Ini855,the plan was put into shape by a few 
of the publishers of this city for an expression' 
of hospitality on the part of the publishers of 
the country to their authors. The hospitality 
took the form of a fruit and flower festival 
given in the New York Crystal Palace (one of 
the few buildings in the city which could at 
that time have served the purpose) in Reservoir 
Square, now Bryant Square. The existing 
Publishers’ Association, of which Mr. Apple- 
ton was the president and G. P. Putnam was 
the secretary, was the organization from which 
the invitations to the authors were extended, 
and which had the responsibility for carrying 
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out the plan of the festival. It is my memory 
that at the dinner (if dinner was the proper 
name to apply to it) Mr. Appleton presided. I 
know that as the acknowledged leader of the 
publishing group of the period he took active re¬ 
sponsibilities in connection with the function. It 
was one of the first important occasions on which 
the book trade of the country had acted together 
as a body. It was the case, as I have been told, 
for many of the authors present, who came to the 
city from a distance, that the festival gave them 
the first opportunity they had had of coming 
to know by sight publishers with whose names 
they were familiar and with whom they had 
previously to do only by correspondence. 

" Mr. Appleton made an admirable presiding 
officer. While perfectly unassuming, he kept 
full control of the direction of all business for 
which he had accepted responsibility. He was 
always prompt, but never allowed himself to 
be hurried. His own word, usually brief, was 
always effective and to the point. He had clear 
convictions and knew how to present them. 
Me was, at the same time, ready to give patient 
heed to the suggestions of others. In the re¬ 
organization, in 1886, of the Publishers’ Copy¬ 
right League, Mr. Appleton was, as the leader 
and probably the actual senior of the publish¬ 
ing trade, called upon to act as chairman. I 
recall, with pleasant memories and with no 
little personal satisfaction, my own opportuni¬ 
ties for association with him during those years 
of the final copyright contest. Keenly inter¬ 
ested, but with unfailing courtesy, patient, 
suggestive, and capable in his direction of the 
work and in his discharge of such responsi¬ 
bilities as came to him, he was an admirable 
head for our publishers’ organization. 

“ I remember his saying, somewhat pathet¬ 
ically, a year or two before the final passage 
of our bill: “ You see, Putnam, I don’t want to 
be impatient, but I am in a little of a hurry; I 
want to see international copyright brought 
about in my own lifetime.” It was fortunate, 
on more grounds than one, that our friend and 
leader did have the satisfaction of seeing be¬ 
fore his death the enactment of the law for 
which he had himself been laboring for more 
than half a century. 

“ Mr. Appleton realized very fully, as did his 
associates on our Publishers’ Committee, that 
apart from the value of its work for the inter¬ 
ests of literature and for the honor of the 
nation, a noteworthy service had been ren¬ 
dered in bringing together in personal asso¬ 
ciation the representative publishers of the 
country. During the five years’ work of this 
committee, intimacies were formed which have 
continued since the closing of the active opera¬ 
tions of the copyright association, intimacies 
which have been of advantage not merely on 
personal grounds, but also in helping to avoid 
or to minimize such questions or issues as may 
easily from time to time arise between com¬ 
peting publishing concerns. It is the hope of 
some at least among us that the experience 
of the publishers in working together in this 
Copyright League may serve as a precedent 
for a permanent association of the publishers 
of the country, in the organization of which 
we should have the advantage of the experi¬ 
ence of similar associations in Germany, 
France, and Italy. 

“ I need hardly refer here, speaking to men 


who have the same knowledge of the matter 
that I have myself, to the capable and grace¬ 
fully rendered service given by Mr.William H. 
Appleton in carrying out the policy with which 
his father had so long been associated, and, 
when his father’s strength was lessening, in 
doing his full share, and more than his share, 
of the work devolving upon the chairman. 

“ It is given to few business men, publishers 
or others, to complete so happily and so peace¬ 
fully a well-rounded career. Mr. Appleton 
undoubtedly had, during the long years that 
were given to him, his full measure of sorrows 
and anxieties. It was permitted to him, how¬ 
ever, to carry to a successful conclusion a 
long series of great publishing undertakings 
which bore his family name, and he had the 
further satisfaction, when the time came for 
him to relinquish his own direct business ac¬ 
tivities and leadership, of being able to resign 
these into the hands of sons and nephews well 
fitted to act as his successors, and possessing 
his own high standard of business policy. We 
may, therefore, justly call our friend fortunate 
in his life, while admitting, as would probably 
be found to be true in the case of most of the so- 
called fortunate men, that he had fairly earned 
through his own intelligent and conscientious 
labor, as he had certainly fully deserved 
through his consistent integrity of purpose 
and of action, all the good fortune that came 
to him.” 

R. R. Bowker then spoke as follows : “ May 
I add a word, not only as a member of the 
trade, but as a Vice-President of the American 
Copyright League, particularly in reference 
to that phase of Mr. Appleton’s honorable 
career to which Mr. Putnam has already 
alluded ? Some of his most useful and effective 
and honorable work was done in connection 
with the international copyright movement. 
Some of us remember the scenes which Mr. 
Putnam has recalled, in the Appleton home on 
Madison Square, now no more, where his pres¬ 
ence and tact were of the utmost importance in 
critical stages of international copyright. It 
was largely owing to his ability as a leader and 
as a chairman in the little meetings there that 
a good deal more was accomplished toward the 
passing of an actual law than many at the out¬ 
set believed would be possible. And I am sure 
that the success of the movement is in large 
measure a testimony to the usefulness of Mr. 
William H. Appleton. From a trade point of 
view his life is as interesting. As we look 
back we see how large a period in American 
literature is covered by Mr. Appleton’s per¬ 
sonal career. When we remember that his 
house was and still is the publisher of the 
poems of Bryant and the novels of Cooper, we 
realize how greatis the period comprised within 
William H. Appleton’s lifetime. And we know 
the noble way in which his house seconded 
the efforts of Professor Youmans in making 
public Spencer’s system of philosophy. I 
think it is generally acknowledged that with¬ 
out the co-operation of the Appleton house 
through Mr. Appleton it would have been almost 
impossible for Mr. Spencer to have presented 
that great system of philosophy which has 
been so great a stimulant to scientific research 
throughout the world. And in considering the 
career of Mr. Appleton, let us not forget the 
stately presence and dignity of bearing of the 
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man, which everywhere commanded immedi¬ 
ate respect. The younger generation may 
learn many lessons from the sterling worth, 
high character, and notable career of our lost 
friend and leader, Mr. William H. Appleton.” 

A. C. Barnes also added a word to the trib¬ 
utes offered. “To me,”said General Barnes, “ it 
appears as though a valued and sterling man has 
passed from the ranks of our trade—or shall I 
not say our profession? He stood in the fore¬ 
front of every advance in it during his long 
and active career. He was a leader in every 
sense of the word. His contemporaries and 
even his juniors have been falling around him 
during the last ten or twenty years, but he 
seemed to bear a charmed life—embalmed, as 
it were, in the years of his honor and useful¬ 
ness. He has earned for himself an honored 
niche in the Pantheon of illustrious publishers. 
His devotion to and capacity for business was 
extraordinary. A friend of mine who was 
conversing with him once said that for five 
years he had not been detained from business 
a single day by reason of ill-health. ‘ My dear 
friend,’ said Mr. Appleton, promptly, ‘ I have 
not lost a day from that cause for half a cen¬ 
tury.’ This, I believe, is a recognized fact 
among those who knew him and knew his ex¬ 
traordinary ruggedness and vitality. His 
vigor and strength undoubtedly came largely 
from his healthy habits of daily exercise. I 
shall never forget the appearance that he made 
when taking his daily ride on horseback. He 
most reminded me of the equestrian statue of 
the Duke of Wellington that used to stand 
upon the Marble Arch in London. The stately 
and graceful bearing of the old gentleman 
under these circumstances fully confirmed the 
illusion. And he had some of the character¬ 
istics of the Iron Duke, among them a mar¬ 
vellous executive ability and a firm will for the 
accomplishment of a purpose which he con¬ 
sidered right and worthy. He was a notable 
man in every aspect of his life. But he had a 
most kindly heart. I have loved to preserve 
and shall always cherish a little white flower 
that he gave me once in 1884 or 1885 as a token 
of peace and truth when the four great school¬ 
book houses came together in a compact which 
eventually resulted in the formation of the 
American Book Company, and I shall always be 
glad that his revered name is enrolled among 
our founders.” 

In accordance with the wishes of the meet¬ 
ing the chairman declared the resolution car¬ 
ried, and appointed the following committee: 
Charles Scribner, chairman; George Haven 
Putnam. Frank H. Dodd, Charles Holt, and 
Frank H. Scott. 

The meeting then adjourned. 


HENRY HOLT & CO.’S TEXT-BOOKS 
REJECTED. 

The High School Committee of the School 
Board for Manhattan and the Bronx, New 
York, last week struck from a list of books rec¬ 
ommended by the Borough Superintendents 
all the books published by Henry Holt & Co. 
The act of the Board derives significance from 
the fact that the report from a committee of 
five members was signed by only two mem¬ 
bers, and by John J. Little, President of the 
Board of Education, a member ex-officio, whose 


signature usually does not appear. The 
action of Mr. Little naturally is regarded 
as resenting a critical reference made this 
spring by Professor Butler in the Educa¬ 
tional Review , published by Henry Holt & Co. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Little, through 
the district attorney, succeeded in having the 
Holts and Professor Butler indicted for libel, 
and that the indictment was summarily dis¬ 
missed. The books blacklisted are; “ La Mare 
au Diable,” Whitney’s “ Introductory French 
Reader,” Cameron’s “ Collection of Daudet’s 
Contes,” Victor Hugo’s “ Hernani,” Moli&re's 
“ L’avare,” Merim6e’s “ Colomba,” Remsen’s 
“An Introduction to the Study of Chemistry,” 
and Torrey’s “ General Chemistry.” 


F. TENNYSON NEELY BANKRUPT. 

F. Tennyson Neely, who began his career as 
a publisher in 1888 at Chicago, and since 1891 
has made his headquarters at 114 Fifth Ave¬ 
nue, New York, filed a voluntary petition in 
bankruptcy in the United States District Court 
on the 21st inst. The liabilities are placed at 
$359,531.76, and the assets are given as $414,- 
739,27. Of this amount $1136.50 is due to 
twenty-one employees for wages in sums rang¬ 
ing from $4 to $300. 

There are 144 unsecured creditors, to whom 
$292,639.49 is due. Among them are the Syn¬ 
dicate Publishing Company, Philadelphia, 
$28,238 ; John W. Cox, 193 Centre Street, New 
York, $20,500 ; T. W. Thompson Company, 
41 Park Place, $18,460 ; F. Buchanan, $17,028; 
Pepperell (Mass.) Card and Paper Company, 
$12,503 ; H. F. Trombly [or Twombly,] 15 
Broad Street, $12,120; Charles Sibley, $13,150; 
the First National Bank, $10,000; Nashua Card 
and Paper Co., 5 Beckman Street, $10,315. 

There are forty secured creditors, to whom 
$24,725 is due, among them being the North 
River Binding Company, $7050; James Gerow 
& Co., East Pepperell, Mass., $2250, and the 
American Bible House, $1300. On accommo¬ 
dation paper there is due $41,030.76, the two 
principal creditors being H. F. Trombly, for 
$15.150* a nd F. Buchanan, $20,035. 

The assets are placed at $414,739.27. They 
are divided as follows: On stock, plates, and 
copyrights, Ben Franklin Press, and else¬ 
where, $180,000; books in manufacture sub¬ 
ject to completion, $120,000; books in New 
York store, $30,900; books in Chicago office, 
$1500, making a total of $331,550. There are 
notes and bills amounting to $33,985.81, and 
there is $39,952.89 due on outstanding ac¬ 
counts, mostly in small amounts. 

There are unliquidated claims amounting to 
$23,500, and the value of the machinery is 
placed at $3600. Four lots of land at Alma, 
Harlem County, Neb., valued at $1200, arc 
placed among the assets, and the amount of 
cash and checks on hand is $152,41. 

Deputy Sheriff O’Donnell received five writs 
of replevin against Neely in favor of the fol¬ 
lowing creditors : Wilkinson Brothers & Co., 
$6389 for paper; the New York and Pennsyl¬ 
vania Company, $2580 for paper; the H. B. 
Claflin Company, $1220 for novels: the Cliff 
Paper Company, $350; and the Syndicate Pub¬ 
lishing Company of Philadelphia, $6500 for 
200 sets of the four-volume edition of the En¬ 
cyclopaedic Dictionary.

Mr. Neely, on the 21st inst., issued the fol¬ 
lowing statement : 

A short time ago I found that I would be unable to 
meet all my maturing •bligations in full on presentation, 
and in order to determine upon the best method to pur¬ 
sue I held a consultation with the largest of my creditors 
and stated fully to them the condition of my affairs. At 
their suggestion I offered to transfer to a corporation all 
my property and the good-will of my business, which 
for twelve years I have successfully carried on, and all 
of the principal creditors, with the exception of two, as¬ 
sented to this plan. Besides transferring my property, I 
offered to devote my personal service and attention to 
the business of the corporation. Two creditors who re¬ 
fused to enter into this arrangement began proceedings, 
evidently with the purposeof securing a preference over 
all the other creditors. By the advice of my counsel, and 
at tbe request of the largest creditois, I filed the peti¬ 
tion. My branch offices in London, Chicago, and Phila¬ 
delphia will, of course, be affected by this proceeding. 

lne action winch I have taken to-day is not due to 
the lack of business. On the contra'y, I have a large, 
profitable, and growing business. But I have been un¬ 
able to get a very large amount of work with printers 
and binders comp eted according to time contracts, and 
I have given obligations in partial payments for this 
worn, which obligations matured before I had an oppor¬ 
tunity to convert these valuable assets into money, 
owing to the unprecedented trade demand upon printers 
and binders. H^d this work been delivered on time, ac¬ 
cording to contracts, there would have been sufficient 
money realized from these assets to have met all obliga¬ 
tions as they matured, as I have always been able to do 
in the past. 

It is my expectation and hope that some adjustment 
may be perfected whereby the season’s business will not 
be lost. The difficulty could not have p esented itself at 
a more unfortunate period, in the midst of one of the 
busiest publishing seasons on record. I have no doubt 
that at a meeting of my creditors, which will be called 
within a few days, some arrangement will be made to 
continue and perpetuate my very valuable business. 

Mr. Neely, on the 23d inst., obtained un¬ 
der the national bankruptcy act a restraining 
order from Judge Brown, of the United Dis¬ 
trict Court, against the creditors who had 
begun legal proceedings in the State courts 
and were about to enter judgment, and also 
against the creditors who had issued replevin 
writs. The creditors mentioned are the John 
P>»lhemus Printing Company, the Martine Can- 
tine Company, the Syndicate Publishing Com¬ 
pany, the H. B. Claflin Company, William P. 
Sargent, Charles M. Stoever, the Market and 
Fulton National Bank, the Pennsylvania Com¬ 
pany, Cliff Publishing Co., and the Wilkinson 
Company. The creditors are stayed for one 
year, unless sooner discharged. The sheriff is 
also enjoined from interfering in any manner 
with the property under any writ of replevin, 
except to preserve the same, until further 
ordered. 


COPYRIGHT IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

Acting Postmaster-General Heath has in¬ 
structed Director of Posts Vaille at Manila 
that a United States citizen residing in the 
Philippine Islands may secure a copyright from 
that point, and, being so entitled, mav deliver 
his matter to the postmaster exercising office 
under authority of the President of the United 
States, obtain receipt therefor, and the post¬ 
master must forward it to the Librarian of 
Congress here. 

The ruling is made on questions submitted 
to Mr. Vaille, who, among other things, calls 
attention to the provision that copies of the 
matter sought to be copyrighted must be de¬ 
posited “ in the mail within the United States.” 
Mr. Heath says these words are sufficient to 
apply to the United States, and “ cover all ter- 


ritory owned by and in possession of the United 
I States, or over which the United States may be 
exercising permanent or temporary control.” 


k SCHOOL FOR BOOKBINDING. 

The Evelyn Hunter Nordhoff Associa¬ 
tion, formed by the friends of Miss Nordhoff 
to continue the work that she began and that 
was cut short by her death, has reopened the 
bindery started by her at No. 114 East Twen¬ 
ty-third Street, New York, with Miss Florence 
Foote, a pupil of Miss Nordhoff, as manager. 

Orders are received for the binding of books 
and for decorative leather work, and instruc¬ 
tion is given in both departments. The course 
of study occupies seven months, and costs $50 
a month. 

It is the first class of the kind for women in 
this country, and it is started in accordance 
with the wish of Miss Nordhoff, who appre¬ 
ciated the value of opening this branch of 
handicraft to women. 

A limited liability corporation has been 
formed, with the Rev. Edward Everett Hale as 
president and Paul Leicesier Ford as vice- 
president. Shares of stock have been issued 
at $5 each in order to obtain a large member¬ 
ship. 


THE PUBLISHERS’ BUILDING AT THE 
PARIS EXPOSITION. 

The edifice at the Paris Exposition which is 
to be known as the United States Publishers’ 
Building, now being constructed under the 
authority of Commissioner-General Peck, is 
to be an annex to the Department of Liberal 
Arts and Chemical Industries of which A. S. 
Capehart is Director. This building is for the 
exclusive exhibition of American printing 
house machinery and allied interests, and in it 
will be maintained a headquarters for the pub¬ 
lishers of the United States. These head¬ 
quarters, as well as the building, will be under 
the charge of Charles H. Simms, Assistant 
Director of the Department of Liberal Arts and 
Chemical Industries. 

The building will be unique both in the char¬ 
acter of its construction and in its appearance. 
It will be situated immediately adjoining the 
main exhibit palace in the Esplanade des In- 
valides section of the Exposition, the palace in 
which will be displayed the manufactured pro¬ 
ducts of the United States, such as decorations 
and furnishings of public and private buildings, 
silverware, jewelry, stationery, ceramics, etc. 

The ground to be occupied by the Publish¬ 
ers’ Building is studded with a series of shade 
trees. The interior will resemble a large gal¬ 
lery made up of a series of domes supported by 
ornamented columns, the whole handsomely 
and appropriately decorated. 

In about the centre of this building, which is 
to be one continuous exhibit hall, will be loca¬ 
ted the space known as the publishers’ head¬ 
quarters. These quarters will be equipped 
with appropriate furniture and modern con¬ 
veniences for correspondence, mail, telegraphic, 
messenger, and other necessary service, and 
will be available to United States publishers as 
a general rendezvous and meeting-place; and 
at these headquarters United States publishers 
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who may desire courtesies from the Exposition 
authorities will be expected to register. 

Around these headquarters will be installed 
the exhibits of American printing-house ma¬ 
chinery, appliances, and supplies, which will 
comprise in their composite, as well as in se¬ 
quence form, an exhibit which will include 
practically all of the very latest, most novel 
and efficient machinery, appliances, devices, 
methods, and processes now employed in 
modern United States commercial, publish¬ 
ing, and newspaper printing establishments, 


beginning with the handling of the single 
movable type, in a well-arranged and per¬ 
fectly equipped commercial printing office; the 
various machines for the mechanical com¬ 
position of type, the latest appliances for the 
practice of electro-deposition processes, a com¬ 
plete commercial bookbinding establishment, 
introducing the latest automatic machinery for 
this class of work; various styles of emboss¬ 
ing, scoring, mezzotint, color and book-print¬ 
ing presses, and an up-to-date multiple news¬ 
paper perfecting machine of large capacity.

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CHANGES IN HARPERS’ PUBLICATIONS 

In the general rearrangement which has 
been in process ever since the McClure Co. 
became associated with the Harpers a num¬ 
ber of changes have been made in the editorial 
staffs of the Harpers’ publications. The Round 
Table has been suspended for the time, pending 
a change in its form. Its former editor, Albert 
Lee, has been transferred to the editorial staff 
of McClure's Magazine. 

The report in the New York World on the 
26th inst. that H. M. Alden would retire from 
the editorship of the monthly is authoritatively 
denied. Mr. Doubleday says : “ We consider 
Mr. Alden one of the best magazine editors in 
the country.” Mrs. Margaret E. Sangster is 
no longer editor of Harper's Bazar. She will, 
however, continue her connection with that 
publication in some other capacity. Mr. J. H. 
Sears now occupies the editorial chair of the 
Bazar . Henry Loomis Nelson, formerly edi¬ 
tor of Harper's Weekly , is still on the editorial 
staff. 

Referring to a sensational newspaper report, 
John W. Harper, President of the company, 
said: “ Harper's Round Table has temporarily 
ceased publication. The talk about Mr. Alden 
resigning the editorship of the Monthly is 
nonsense. Mr. Nelson is away collecting ma¬ 
terial which he will use here in some con¬ 
nection. I don’t know in what way, because I 
am not informed of these details. No radical 
change has been made in our firm and, while 
the combination with the McClures has neces¬ 
sitated some rearrangement of our working 
force, nothing of particular importance has 
been done.” _ 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Rohert Porter, until four years ago senior 
of the firm of Porter & Coates, of Philadelphia, 
died suddenly at his home in Bridgeton, N. J., 
on the 20th inst. We must defer to another 
issue a fuller account of his connection with 
the book trade. 

George Ellis, senior member of the firm of 
George Ellis & Co., of New Orleans, La., died 
in that city September 23. He was born in 
Charleston, S. C., in 1839. He began business 
life in a bookstore in New Orleans, to which 
city his parents went in 1853. In 1862 he set 
up in business on his own account, and his first 
stand was on the site of the present fine store 
of his firm. 

We note the death in Berlin, early this 
month, of the venerable Eduard Aber, senior 
member of the world-renowned medical pub¬ 
lishing firm of August Hirschwald. Aber 
was nearly ninety years of age, having been 
born just seven years before the firm of which 
he was the chief was established. Until within 
a few days of his death he took active part 
in directing his business, his mental faculties 
remaining unimpaired to the very end. 

Horace Lorenzo Hastings, of the Scriptural 
Tract Depository, 47 and 49 Cornhill, Boston, 
Mass., and well known as the editor and pub¬ 
lisher of the Christian , the Anti-Injidel Library , 
and author of many religious books and pam¬ 
phlets, died on the 2istinst. in Goshen. Mass. In 
1S53 Mr. Hastings began the publication of relig¬ 
ious tracts. In 1866 he issued the first number 
of the Christian , and that year he also began 


the publication of his “Anti-Infidel Tracts,” of 
which it is estimated he has issued more than 
one hundred tons. Among his numerous writ¬ 
ings are “ Signs of the Times,” “ The Guiding 
Hand,” 41 Ebenezers,” and 44 A Square Talk to 
Young Men.” Mr. Hastings was born at Water- 
town, Mass., November 26, 1831. 

Lawrence F. Kilroy, a well-known Western 
publisher, died in Detroit on the 9th inst., aged 
56. Mr. Kilroy was born in Cleveland in 1843, 
and went to Detroit as a boy. About 1870 he 
started a country store, making quite a spe¬ 
cialty of selling popularbooks. Ten years later 
he began publishing Catholic and other publi¬ 
cations, which business he subsequently car¬ 
ried on under the firm-name of Kilroy & Bren¬ 
nan. He formed the Detroit Publishing Com¬ 
pany, which he later consolidated with the 
business of Kilroy & Brennan, and conducted 
under his sole control. In 1893 his plant was 
destroyed by fire. Unfortunately he was not 
fully insured, and he was obliged to continue 
with restricted facilities. The business will 
be continued by his son, John F. Kilroy, who 
was associated with him for some years. 

Charles Grant Blairfindie Allen, author 
and naturalist, died in London, after a pro¬ 
tracted illness, on the 25th inst. He was born 
at Kingston, Ontario, February 24, 1848. His 
early education was directed by his father, the 
Rev. Joseph Antisell Allen, formerly incum¬ 
bent of Holy Trinity, Wolfe Island, Canada, 
also an author of some note. Grant Allen was 
graduated at Merton College, Oxford, in 1871. 
In 1873 he became professor of logic and phi¬ 
losophy in Queen’s College, Spanish Town, Ja¬ 
maica, of which he was principal from 1874 to 
1877. From the latter date until his death he 
lived in England. Mr. Allen began to write ear¬ 
ly, and soon established a reputation as one of 
the most popular of scientific authors. He has 
been called the 44 Darwinian St. Paul,” be¬ 
cause of his vivid, clear, and captivating exposi¬ 
tions of the Dawinian theory of evolution. Be¬ 
sides a multitude of contributions to periodical 
literature, he wrote many books, not only on 
science, but on history, sociology, and philoso¬ 
phy. He also published several novels, the 
earlier ones under the pseudonym of “Cecil 
Power.” His publications include the follow¬ 
ing among others : 44 Physiological ^Esthetics,”

Theodore J. Brown, founder of the firm of 
The Brown, Eager & Hull Company, died at 
Toledo, O., on the 15th inst. He was ill but a 
few days, and his death was as sudden as it was 
unexpected. Mr. Brown was born in Newark, 
N. J.. February 5, 1837. His father died when 
young Brown was but twelve years of age, and 
two years later he was apprenticed at the 
jeweller’s trade. Upon the close of his ap¬ 
prenticeship it was found that from a consid¬ 
eration of health it would be necessary for him 
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to have more physical exercise than the jewel¬ 
ler’s trade would allow, and, being a great 
lover of books, Mr. Brown decided to embark 
in the news business, which he did in 1858, 
soon after he removed to Toledo, establishing 
a little news-stand on Summit Street, near the 
site of the present house of The Brown, Eager 
& Hull Company. He was so successful in 
this business that he was encouraged to de¬ 
velop it by adding a stock of books and sta¬ 
tionery, thus becoming the pioneer bookseller 
of Toledo. In a few years he formed, with Will¬ 
iam H. Eager, the firm of T. J. Brown & 
Eager. In 1887 the firm became Brown, Eager 
& Hull, George B. Hull having figured as the 
“Co.” forsome years before that. More recently 
the firm was incorporated as The Brown, Eager 
& Hull Company. Mr. Brown attributed his 
business success largely to economy in ex¬ 
penditure, buying no more than he could ex¬ 
pect to pay for when his bills became due ; to 
hard, persistent work, and carefully watching 
his business in all its details, especially in the 
so-called “ little things.” Mr. Brown was 
married in 1865 to Miss Eliza L., youngest 
daughter of the late Dr. George L. Weed, of 
Cincinnati, who survives him. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

W. H. Mallock has transliterated the wis 
dom of Lucretius into a poem in the measure 
of FitzGerald’s “ Rubaiyat.” The poem will 
appear in the second number of Lady Randolph 
Churchill’s Anglo-Saxon Review . Subsequently, 
with a prefatory essay and a literal translation 
of the passages transformed in the verses, it 
will be published in a volume. 

Kipling, according to the Boston Literary 
World , has chosen Rottingdean as his place of, 
at least temporary, abode, and his homestead 
in Vermont is offered for sale. The house at 
Rottingdean is walled in so that only its gables 
and upper windows are visible. It stands 
facing the village pond, hard by the church¬ 
yard gate, perhaps not more than a hundred 
yards from Mr. Black’s grave. 

C. Kegan Paul, head of the well-known 
publishing firm of Kegan Paul, Trench, Triib- 
ner & Co., is about to publish his “Memories 
of the Past,” which should have more than 
ordinary interest, as by the connecting link of 
The Nineteenth Century , which the firm pub¬ 
lished for many years, Mr. Paul must have been 
brought in contact with a number of eminent 
persons. Mr. Paul is also about to publish a 
volume of his verses, entitled “On the Way- 
side.” _ 


BUSINESS NOTES. 

Batavia, N. Y.—Charles K. Haynes, for¬ 
merly a bookseller and stationer at 67 Main 
Street, has gone into bankruptcy. 

Boston, Mass. —A. J. Ochs, for many years 
with DeWolfe, Fiske & Co., has established 
himself, under the firm-name of A. J. Ochs & 
Co., in the publishing and bookselling business 
at 367 Washington Street, corner of Bromfield 
Street. They have a large and carefully se¬ 
lected stock of fine books, especially Ameri¬ 
cana. Elsewhere in this issue will be found a 
notice of their first book, “ The Gam.” 

Charleston, III.—W. E. Hill has purchased 
the stock of the Bails bookstore. The business 


will be continued at the same stand and the 
stock enlarged. 

Chicago, III. — The assignee of John E. 
Potter Co. says that no information of the 
firm’s affairs can be obtained from the ledger 
left behind, and that for this reason he is un¬ 
able to file a complete list of creditors. He 
estimates that the creditors number about fifty, 
and that the indebtedness is not less than 
$5000. The assets consist of some paper- 
bound novels and office fixtures valued at $400. 
The Potters, according to the Chicago corre¬ 
spondent of Paper, “evidently anticipated an as¬ 
signment, as they left little or nothing behind 
them. Even two or three sets of electrotype 
plates, which they had used in bringing out 
books, are said to have disappeared. The 
Potters have not been seen since they went 
down on one elevator as the assignee went up 
on the other, according to Louis Danziger, at¬ 
torney for the creditors. The Potters came 
to New York from Philadelphia, where their 
father, John E. Potter, did a successful busi¬ 
ness from 1852 till 1893, when he died. The 
two sons, John E. and Clarence H., succeeded 
to the business. They soon became involved, 
but the father-in-law of John E., coming to 
their assistance, enabled them to continue. 
In 1896 they got into trouble again, the result 
being that a confession of judgment was en¬ 
tered against them for $15,500 in favor of 
George Henderson, trustee. The next day 
(October 15) they made an assignment to John 
Pollock, an employee. About two weeks later 
a limited partnership was formed for one year, 
John E. and Clarence H. Potter each putting 
in $50 cash, and Genevieve Potter (a sister) 
$1400, $200 of which was cash and the rest 
personal property—electrotype plates of two 
publications. Thus the business continued 
until they went to Chicago in January, 1898.” 

Chicago, III.—The partnership of E. A. 
Weeks Company was dissolved on the 10th 
inst., E. A. Weeks retiring. George W. Noble 
will continue the business under his own name 
at 84 Wabash Avenue. 

Cleburne, Tex. —McKellar & Prather have 
opened a book, news, and confectionery store 
at 215 Henderson Street. 

Fayette, Mo. —Wright & Company have 
sold their bookstore to A. G. Ford, who will 
continue the business in the same place.

—Goodholm & Eberhart 
have bought the Ekblud Bookstore. 

Little Falls, N. Y.—E. Higgins, bookseller 
and stationer of Johnstown, N. Y., has opened 
a store here.
